but only after the world court and 
league of nations fight has been 
revived and th e re has been con­ 
siderable discussion of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine. 
The statem ents a ttrib u te d 
to 
the R epublican m anagem ent 
in 
claim ing th e anti-w ar treaty as 
a Republican achievem ent 
have 
stirred th e Democrats. 
They now 
w ant to talk about "reserv atio n s” 
which is precisely the 
way 
the 
league covenant was beaten. 
And 
if the notes exchanged between 
Secretary Kellogg 
and 
Foreign 
governm ents " in terp reta tin g ” the 
treaty as safeguarding th o Mon­ 
roe doctrine are to be considered 
as binding, which is the 
claim 
th a t will undoubtedly be m ade by 
the adm inistration, then the D em ­ 
ocrats see no objection to clari­ 
fying “ reservations” or “ in te rp re­ 
tatio n s,” by th e executive branch 
of the governm ent p erm itting the

subm it to th a t tribunal. 
The debate will hinge on w hat 
th e value really is of th e s ta te ­ 
m ents m ade in the Kellogg notes 
safeguarding the Monroe doctrine 
and Am erican interests, th e th e­ 
ory being th a t an attack on th e 
United States perm its 
defensive 
w ar and so also would an attack 
on A m erican Interests outside the 
U nited S tite s — a view w ith which 
G reat B ritain concurred. 
Sena­ 
to r Borah of Idaho is a cham pion 
of the Kellogg treaty but opposed 
to the world court, S enator Swan­ 
son, Democrat, who is considering 
seriously w hether the in te rp re ta ­ 
tions in the Kellogg note are bind­ 
ing, is ranking D em ocrat on th e 
senate foreign relations com m it­ 
tee and leader of the fight for th e 
world court.

the senate reservations but the 
league members will be loath to 
do so unless 
Secretary Kellogg 
does some interpreting in fu tu re 
notes. 
So the problem m ay re ­ 
solve itself into w hether th e exec­ 
utive branch of the governm ent 
will go so far in interpreting th e 
se n ate reservations to th e world 
court protocol as it has been will­ 
ing to go In interpreting the fa r­ 
reaching provisions of the a n ti­ 
w ar pact. 
And in the end both 
may be consum m ated but not u n ­ 
til th e cam paign is over and the 
scars of battle are healed.

E ureka, and landed a t Progreso 
during the afternoon. 
The pas­ 
sengers were later sent to Merida 
w here they will stay until advised 
w hether they can rejoin th e ship 
to continue th eir trip. 
The fire which was discovered 
at noon sta rted in hold 
No. 
2 
w here there was a cargo of cot­ 
ton, hay, coffee and 300 bales of 
Sisal grass whicli had been loaded 
a t Progreso. 
The tug 
boat 
E u rek a 
after 
landing the passengers took 
the 
m aritim e authorities, the steam ­ 
ship com pany’s agent and a rep­ 
resentative of Lloyd’s out to 
the 
ship w here officers 
and 
crew 
w ere engaged in fighting th e fire.

Detroit, Sept. l l —(ZP)—The semi­ 
rigid dirigible, ‘'Puritan,” owned by 
the Goodyear Tire & Rubber com­ 
pany, of Akron, Ohio., was safely 
moored a t the Ford airport here 
tonight, after riding out a terrific 
wind and rain storm that broke as 
the ship approached the city. 
The ship, carrying a crew of two 
and three passengers, was tossed 
about by th e winds for 35 minutes, 
completely turning over once, when 
the storm suddenly lifted and the 
Puritan made its way to the air­ 
port. 
Thousands of 
persons 
a t­ 
tracted by the 
ship’s 
struggles 
gathered a t the scene, necessitat­ 
ing the calling out of extra details 
of police. 
The ship was in charge of Pilot 
A. J. Boettner, assisted by Motor 
! Mechanic Vernor Smith, and con­ 
tained as passengers, Don Pollard, 
Lawrence McCracken and Carl F. 
Zeigler, all Pontiac, Mich, news­ 
paper men. 


K ept a t Controls. 


The storm broke just as the Ship 
was returning to the Ford airport 
from a golf course near Detroit 
and within a few 
minutes 
had 
reached the proportions of a gale. 
The ship was swerved about and 
sent alternately plunging toward 
the ground and rearing into the 
air. 
Pilot B otttner kept maneuvering 
the Bhip’s head into 
the 
wind, 
while the passengers gripped all 
available braces in the cabin to 
hold them selves in, they said. 
Thousands 
of 
spectators 
who 
flocked to the scene afoot aud in 
automobiles, watched the ship bat­ 
tle the gale which attained velocity 
of 55 miles an hour. 
As the storm 
reached its height, the dirigible, 
despite the fact that its motors 
were being driven at 1700 revolu­ 
tions per minute, was being stead­ 
ily driven backward and off its 
course. 
For nearly a mile it ap­ 
peared to be a toss-up between 
the power of the motors and the 
force of the siorm, with the ever­ 
present prospect that should the 
bag be driven cross tile wind, al­ 
most certain destruction impended.
